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661—502.6(82GA,ch197) Restriction of use of class B licenses by political subdivisions. A political
subdivision may disallow or restrict the use of a class B license to perform electrical work within the
geographic limits of that subdivision through adoption of a local ordinance. A copy of any such ordinance
shall be filed with the board office prior to the effective date of the ordinance.

EXCEPTION 1: An ordinance restricting or disallowing electrical work by holders of class B licenses
shall not apply to work which is not subject to the issuance of permits by the political subdivision.

EXCEPTION 2: An ordinance restricting or disallowing electrical work by holders of class B licenses
which was passed prior to January 1, 2008, shall be filed with the board as soon as practicable and, in
any case, no later than April 1, 2008.
